DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections ' 35 use § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Jacoby (4,052.690) in view of Dunn (3,889.757). 

Jacoby teaches a sensitive fuse for fire alarms where a pair of phenolic resin 
copper strips are soldered to a disk to form a unitary fuse. One strip is permanently 
soldered to the disk and the other strip is attached to the disk with a eutectic solder 
which is formulated to melt at a low predetermined temperature. 

The device taught by Jacoby differs from the claims by not being connected to a 
circuit that controls an actuator or a shut-off valve. Dunn teaches an automatic fire 
extinguisher that is controlled by a circuit connected to a fuse element that controls the 
actuator for the fire extinguisher (see abstract). The text of the reference also teaches 
that it is known in the art to use a thennal fuse in a circuit to shut-off a gas fueled 
cooking unit in response to a detected fire event (see col.6, lines 5-17). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to combine the 
teachings of Jacoby and Dunn to meet the claims because both teachings are directed 
toward detection and response to fire events, with Dunn teaching that it is known to use 
the fuse type detector with electrical actuators and shut-off valves.
